Pataskala, May 27.—When 
resi-1 


dents of this village awoke this 
morning they found that 
burglars 


had gotten in their work during the 
night, and that the Pataskala bank, 
the People's bauk. the postoffice and 
the B. & O. and Pan Handle depots 
had been visited 
and 
robbed 
by 


nervy thieves who only secured lit- 
tle plunder for their pains. 


Not an inkling of the 
robberies 


was had during the night, so quietly 
did the thieves work, but this morn- 
ing when the early residents were 
on the street the burglaries were dis- 
covered. Word of the robberies was 
sent out and a general search was 
made by the merchants, but the four . 
places named were the only 
ones. 


visited so far as was discovered this 
morning. 
I 


At the Pataskala bank entrance ( 
was gained by forcing the front door j 
with a jimmy, and about six dollars. 
in change was taken from a drawer. 
No evidence was found to 
warrant; 


the belief that the fcurglars tried to ( 
force the bank's safe. 
Everything ' 


was In disorder but aside from the 
small change nothing was taken. 


The thieves gained entrance to the 


People's bank by forcing the front 
door but there nothing was taxen 
besides a revolver, but an effort had 
been made to discover any change. 
The safe was not tampered with so 
far as was learned. 


The postoffice was also visited by 


the nervy cracksmen and here they 
gained entrance by breaking a win- 
dow in the Pataskala Standard-of- 
fice. and then forcing the door into 
the postoffice. From the 
postoffice 


about $12 in money and stamps was 
secured from a small drawer, but no 
effort was made to open the safe. 
There were no registered letters in 
the office at the time but 
several 


other letters were opened but it is not 
thought that anything was secured 
from them. 


The burglars also went to the de- 


pot that is used jointly by the B. & 
(). and the Pan Handle railroads, and 
here they gained entrance by break- 
ing a rear window and then forcing 
the latch. While everything was dis- 
turbed nothing was found to be ta- 
ken except a small box containing 
some 
medicine. 
There 
was 
no 


money 
in the 
office 
though 
the 


thieves made a thorough search. 


While local talent is in a measure 


suspected, the impression that pre- 
vails generally is that the robberies 
were the work of tramps and ama- 
teurs at that for no effort was made 
to open any safes that they came 
across. 


No suspicious 
characters 
havej 


been seen about the village and no 
one saw or heard anything duriug 
the night that aroused their suspic- 
ions. 
Most people think, however, 


that the robberies occurred between 
midnight and daylight. 
No clue has 


been discovered that would lead to 
the apprehension of the~burglars.

Calais. Prance, May 27.—Marine 
experts today said it would be imppB- 
sible to raise the French submarine 
Pluviose, which sunk yesterday when 
struck by the packet DeCalais, be- 
fore tomorrow. This makes It prac- 
tically impossible that any of 
the 
crew of 27 men and officers will be 
found alive. 


Divers who went down today Insist 
that they can still hear hammering 
from the interior of the sunken boat. 
The divers succeeded in fastening 
chains around the submarine, 
but 


the apparatus for raising the boat 
will not arrive before the evening. 
Owing to the fact that the Pluviose 
lies in thirty fathoms of water and 
is one of the heaviest type, great dif- 
ficulty is anticipated in raising her. 


Xo official statement has been is- 
sued as to the exact number aboard 
the vessel but it is semi-officially said 
that the crew consisted of Command- 
er Callot, a sub-lieutenant, and 25 
seamen. The report that one wo- 
man was aboard is denied. 


Minister of Marine LaPayrere ar- 
rived here today and win superin- 
tend the work of trying to raise the 
Pluviose. There is still much specu* 
how-the 
to be in the track of the packet. The 
superintendent of the salva 'e corps 
says that an undercurrent undoubt- 
edly drew the submarine to the fatal 
course. 


Admiral Fournier's opinion that 


the tragedy was due to Commander 
Callot's attempt to dive under the 
packet which was the cause assigned 
in yesterday's United Press dis- 
patches is generally accepted. There 
is praise everywhere for the com- 
mander's daring but harsh criticism 
of his judgment.
